The bell has rung for the first round 


and the contestants have come out fight- 


ing in the Senate of the United States. 

We agree with Sen. Walter F. George, 
who opened for the South, that the result 
of the fight will have far-reaching and 
unpredictable effect on our politics and 
our Government. 

We agree, too, that Sen. George is very 
likely correct in his opening statement 


that’ the poll tax legislation is unconsti- 


tutional and the anti-lynch and federally 
policed FEPC would mark the beginning 
of a Federal police system. The fact that 
he probably is ‘correct makes the tragedy 
of the South’s position the more acute. 
Here, at last, is the best the South has 
in Congress speaking for the South. There 
are no Bilbos, no Rankins, no shysters. 
But, unfortunately for the South and the 
nation, this comes a little late. For years 


the best the South had sat back and left 


such fights to its demagogues of little 
reputation even in their own communi- 
ties. The legal and constitutional prob- 
lems have never been presented as the 
real reasons for opposition. | 
Never before have spokesmen for the 
South advanced as did Sen. George, in a 
really masterful presentation, the intél- 
ligent and easily understood analysis. of 
the present lack of a limit on debate. AI- 
ways in the past we have had as our 
spokesmen the men who cried “nigger! 
nigger!” and who flooded the Senate with 
vulgar and coarse language, offensive to 
all. The inevitable result was that slowly 
but surely the South came to be known 
by its spokesmen. The South was made 


to appear as an enemy of any social re- 
form. The South was presented as a re- 
gion dedicated to injustice. We allowed 
these Bilbos actually to defend lynching 
and mob violence. We did not rebuke 
them as they put on us a false face. 

Now, at this late date, we have pushed 
what remains of this kind into the back- 
ground. Sen. George and Mississippi’s 
Stennis are typical of the men now speak- 
ing for the South. 

The next few days will determine 
whether or not the South has waited too 
late. The tragedy is that we did delay 
until now presentation of the Southern 
position which has integrity and logic— 
as opposed to offensive vulgarity. 

There are two proposals. One would 
allow the Senate to halt debate with a 
majority vote. Another requires a two 
thirds majority. The conservatives of both 
parties favor the latter. The Southern 
Democrats oppose both. 

This again is a weakness, perhaps fa- 
tal, to the filibuster. In filibustering the 
South offers no program. The South may 
win. Only time and the degree of de-’ 
termination on the other side will tell. 

Talk of a split is not accurate. The 
split is there. It has been there all along. 
It will not be worsened by the present 
debate. | 

Meanwhile, all legislation will wait. 
That, too, will be used to arraign public 
opinion against the Southern position. 
Hoysing, rent control, education, social 
security—even scivil rights—will remain 
on the shelf until the historic fight, now 
in progress, is resolved. 


What To Do With Jekyll? 


Nobody can deny that Georgia got a 
bargain when it bought Jekyll Island for 
$675,000. | 

Few will dispute the fact, however, 
that the.State cannot afford continually 
to lose ‘at the rate of $400 a day in op- 
eration of the park there. 

For some reason the park has failed 
to attract the hoped-for number of vis- 
itors. It probably never will do so in 
Winter. ; 

One cause, of course, is the lack of an: 
access roadway and the consequent neces- 
sity of reaching the island by boat. 

We suspect that another, and perhaps’ 
more telling, is the lack of hot-dog shan- 
ties, juke boxes and other paraphernalia 
that is associated in the public mind with 
beaches. Few people these days go to the 
beach solely for the serenity and sheer 
beauty that is Jekyll. Most of them want 
, entertainment, of a sort, too. 

- We are not suggesting that the State 
attempt to provide that entertainment. 
On the contrary, we believe it would be 
awkward to say the least and perhaps 
utterly impractical for Georgia to attempt 
to develop Jekyll into a second edition of 


Coney Island. * 


Moréover, most Georgians would re- 
bel at the thought. But, if it is to be a 
popular resort place it must be a Coney 
or a Jones beach. 


Jekyll is an extensive development 
and its operation necessaril#is expensive. 
This, together with the fac¥that the ac- 
commodations never were Wesigned for 
commercially profitable operation, forces 
the State to charge rates which, while 
competitive, are not quite the bargain 
many had anticipated. 


Meanwhile, the State finds itself going 
deeper and deeper in the red on the op- 
eration. 


Obviously a remedy must be found. 
If that remedy be in leasing the island 
to private enterprise for development then 
we fail to see any grave objection. Pro- 
vided, of course, the lessors contract to 
preserve the natural beauty, the timber 
and other natural resources, the historical 
aspects and the many universally desir- 
able features which endear the island to 
Georgians. The Governor’s move makes 
good sense. 


But we do not believe the State should 
for a moment consider selling the island.

Trying To Disentangle a Law 


Want to get dizzy? Join us as we try to dope out a law passed by the General Assembly. It re- 
fers to bongs put up on county officials, but what it does we don’t exactly know. Amended as it 
ed through the legislative mills, and yet not edited to completely fit the new amendments, the 

w is a confusion of phrases with the words “mandatory” and “permissive” practically used inter- 


changeably. 

First, the bill says it intends to amend a 1947 
act which “makes it mandatory” for all county 
officers who are required to give bond to give a 
surety bond and to provide that the premium 
due on such bond “may be paid” by the county 
fisca} authorities from county funds. Purpose 
of the amendment is to provide that the pre 
miums due on such bonds “must be paid” by the 
county fiscal] authorities and to “make it manda- 
tory” upon county fiscal authorities to pay the 
premiums due on such bonds from county funds. 


Thus, it would seem that the amendment pro- 
poses to make it “mandatory” that the county 
pay the premiums on all] such bonds. 

With this announced intention, however, the 
bill goes on to say that it would be “permissive” 
¢instead of “mandatory”) upon county officials 
to pay the bond premiums. Listen: 


* .. Said act approved March 28, 1947, 
« be and hereby is amended as follows: By 
; the second sentence of Section One 
of said act in its entirety and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: 


“*The premiums due on all such bonds 
must be paid by the county fiscal authorities 
out of county funds; and it shal] be manda- 

tery upon the county fiscal authorities in 
every county of the State of Georgia to pay 
the premiums due on all such bonds out of 
- county funds,’ so that Section One, when 
amended, shall read as follows: 


“SECTION ONE 

“*That all county officials who are required 
to give an: official bond are hereby required to 
make bond signed by some surety or guaranty 
company ‘authorized to do business in this State. 
The premiums due on all such bonds may be 
paid by the county fiscal authorities out of 
county funds and it shal] be permissive upon. the 
county fiscal authorities in every county of the 
State of Georgia to pay the premiums due on 
such bonds out of the county funds, provided 
that if bond premiums are paid for any county 
officer, they shall be required to pay for all.’” 

When the bill was introduced, the author 
wanted to make it mandatory for the county to 

‘all such bonds. Somebody amended the 

however, to make it permissive as to whether 
they pay any bonds—but mandatory to pay them 


= _ 


+ 
all if they paid the premium of any single offi- 
cial. The amendment was changed without re. 
writing the title and top part of the bill. The 
law still probably does what the Legislature in- 
tended, but a good job of editing was needed 
before the bill was signed into law. 


All of which illustrates the necessity of 
Gov. Talmadge’s latest request. Forced to 
sign or veto more than 500 bills within the 
five days provided by law, the Governor 
declared it was utterly impossible to give 
each bill the proper study in such short time. 
He wants the law changed so as to give the 
Governor 30 days to act on the bills after 
the Legislature adjourns. 


Certainly, the Enrolling and Engrossing Com- 
mittees of the Genera] Assembly, the staffs of 
the Senate Secretary and, House-Clerk, and the 
Governor’s office cannot give proper attention 
to 500 bills within the short time allowed.

Just Mammy Songs 


To most Southerners cotton is the thing they 

3 see in the fields in late Summer and the subject 

of most of the mammy songs, in which natural- 

ized Hungarians and.Down East Yankees mourn for their Southern 
mammies and bleat wistfully about fields of snowy white. 


Now and then the average Southerner will read that the cotton 
in his $4 shirt costs about 30 cents and this will make him pretty 
sore for a while, but he forgets about it and soon cotton is again 
meaningless to him. 


It still is the chief item in our economy, despite the increases 


in cattle and livestock generally. 
Cotton It is difficult to find out much about cotton. The pro- 
fessionals in the mill end of it always talk poor-mouth 
and see slumps around the corner. The growegs worry about 
prices and price controls. They, too, talk poor-mouth. They have 
more reason to than the mills. They are the boys who have to 
plow it and poison it and pick it and fret over too much rain and 
too little heat and the doings of Br’er Weevil. 


The mill people shrug their shoulders in the French manner 
when price controls for farmers are mentioned. The truth is that 
their business, which usually is feast of#Amine, probably has had 
more of a Federal prop than the farmer. The farmers all know the 
manufacturers have a revenue prop in what is called “LIFCO,” or a 
tax basis on cotton called “last in, first out.” Right now the only 
mills in trouble are those which are smal] and those which are 
inefficiently-run. Usually, but not always, the two go together. 
The large, efficiently run mills have, I would guess, much of the 
cotton they bought before we actually got into the war, when 
cotton was around 10 and 11 cents. They have been operating, 
tax-wise, on. the higher-price cotton when profits were way up, 
and the excess profits tax was in effect. Right now they are in 
the “in-between” period of feast and famine and the cheaper cotton 
will begin to move more rapidly into the mills. Print cloth, which 


did produce fabulous profits, is back down about former OPA. 


prices. The farmer has learned—and so has Congress—-that the 
farmer has as much right to Federa) assistance through price sup- 
ports as the industry which processes his products have to aids such 
as “LIFCO” and protective tariffs. The farmer isn’t a pet, al- 
though a lot of noise is made to try to make him seem one.

The weather helped out by produc- 
ing a perfect crop. The surplus was staggering. But, when war 
came along, we stil] had it and we would have been in a very bad 
fix during the war without that troublesome surplus. Next to steel, 
a war eats up more cotton than anything else. 

Short . At any rate, with the world supply short, we can have a 
big crop this year and not get hurt. Next year, though, 


we will need controls. Only lack of dollars has slowed down for- 
eign purchases. The demand is there. 


There is a very good reason why the world supply is short. 
It isn’t weather or disease. It is food. 
even Russia are all short of cotton. They have planted all the 
In India and China, as every CBI- 
theater GI knows, there isn’t much land which will grow any- 
thing. Most of the good Indian cotton land is in the new nation of 
Pakistan and their economy is in a turmoil] and food is their chief 
need. It will be that way for a few years. 

In South America, Brazil is getting good money for coffee. As 
long as coffee holds up, they won’t press cotton. Mexico is the 
only country south of us which presently is really pushing cotton.

Truman Prods Leaders To Change DP Law 


WASHINGTON—President Truman has privately prodded Democratic Congressional leaders on 
the lack of action to make good the Party’s campaign pledge to liberalize the Displaced Persons Act. 
Following its enactment by the Eightieth Congress, the law was denounced by the President as 


“anti-Semitic and anti-Catholic.” 
“practically unworkable.” 
drastic revision of the act. 

But although the Party made a big ado about 
the issue in the campaign, it has dropped out of 
sight since the first of the year. Practically 
nothing has been said or done about the matter 
since the new Congress convened. 


President Truman, it was steted, called 
these facts to the attention of the Congres- 
sional leaders during a White House con- 
ference on his legislative program. He is 
reported to have warned them against ad- 

rse public reaction, and to have urged 
hat they “get busy and do something.” 

There is good reason for the President’s ad- 
monition. The legislation is bogged down in the 
Judiciary Committees of both branches of Con- 
gress. 

Sen. Pat. McCarran, Democrat, Nevada, Chair- 
man of the Senate Judiciary Committee, is open- 
ly hostile to changing the existing law. He voted 
for it, and to date has scheduled no hearings on 
the question or done anything else to press the 
matter. Recently, when asked by an official of 
a Catholic organization to take action. McCar- 
ran replied testily, “I’m fed up with all this 
pressure to change the law. We’ll get around to 
it in due time.” 

The Nevada Senator also declared that the 
only change he favored was to ease the physical 


requirements of aged DPs seeking admission to 
the U. S. He explained that he favored such an 


amendment in order to avoid breaking up fam- 
ilies. 

This question is of minor importance in the 
controversy regarding the law. The big issue is 
over its April, 1947, eligibility date, which, it is 
claimed, bars thousands of Catholic and Jewish 


Subsequently, immigration officials criticized the measure as 
The Democratic platform contained a strong plank promising prompt and 


DPs from entrance to the U. S. The Demo 
cratic Party is pledged to change this date to 
April, 1945. McCarran has indicated that he is 
opposed to this. 

_ In addition to doing nothing on the legisla- 
tion, McCarran has also retained on the Judiciary 
Committee’s staff the same men his Republican 
predecessor employed to write the law. There 
has been considerable undercover criticism of 
this in Democratic circles, but McCarran has been 
unmoved. 

The situation in the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee is little better. 

Chairman Emanuel Celler, Democrat, New 
York, was one of the loudest critics of the act 
when it was passed. But beyond appointing a 
subcommittee to draft new legislation, Celler 
has done nothing. This subcommittee is headed 
by Rep. Francis E. Walter, Democrat, Pennsyl- 
vania, who also voted against the law. 


Several weeks ago, President Truman per- 
sonally talked to Walter on the matter. Wal- 
ter let it be known that he would schedule 
hearings in the near future, but so far no 
date has been announced. In the meanwhile, 
he has been very active in pressing legis- 
lation to reform the Electoral-College sys- 
tem by a Constitutional amendment. 


The President voiced opposition to such an 
amendment at a White House press conference 
several weeks ago. 

Like McCarran, Walter has also displayed re- 
sentment over demands that the DP law be 
liberalized. Following a conference with him on 
the matter, representatives of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee on Displaced Persons stated that he had 
been “very short and peremptory.”

WASHINGTON—A big wind whirled up from the South and, the way I figure it, blew all the 
pages off the Senate calendar. That’s why it is Feb. 21 today in this august body;: why it'll be 


Feb. 21 tomorrow, and why it probably will be Feb. 21 next June. 


Wotta mess. The oratorical gales 


began to howl precisely at 12:33 p. m. on Monday (by my calendar) when the well-tailored Sen. Scott 
Lucas, of Illinois, moved that the Senate proceed to the consideration of a scheme to shut off filibusters. 


Twenty-two Southern Senators had vowed to 
talk this idea to death. If it killed ’em.-, The 
filibuster was their only hope of forestalling Pres- 
ident Truman’s civil rights program. So they 
began immediately (the first glass of water was 


brought in at 12:54 p. m.) to filibuster against 
the resolution that would limit filibusters. 


Before this is through, a lot of water, 
milk, cough drops and orange juice is going 
to flow down the senatorial gullets._All other 
business is stopped and if the statesmen don’t 
make a deal soon and get around to passing 
some laws and appropriating some money 
there may even be some payless paydays 
for the Government’s clerks. 


The gentlemen didn’t seem to be worrying 
about this. They were embroiled in much too 
elegant a battle over parliamentary procedure to 
think about anything else. ' 

On the theory that you’re paying their wages 
and deserve to know something about how they’re 
earning their $15,000 per year each, I'll try to 
explain what the shooting was about. 

Vice President Alben W. Barkley, sitting in 
the big leather chair, said that for this filibuster 
(he didn’t use the word) he yintended to enforce 
the rules to the letter.

And another thing—he reminded 
the battlers that it still was Feb. 21, legislatively 
speaking. He said it would continue to be Feb. 
21-indefinitely because, under the rules, a Sen- 
ator can make only two speeches on tHe same 
legislative day on any one subject. This caused 
the statisticians to get out their pencils. 


Any one of the 22 embattled Senators 
can speak for two days and a night with- 
out even loosening his collar; every one is 
an expert at conserving his energy, taking 
on nourishment en route, and resting his feet 
while he stands on ’em. But say each one 
makes two speech of only one day each. 


That’s 44 days. And the Senate works a five- 
day week. The boys’ll be yammering on that 
basis until the first of May and that doesn’t 
even include the long-winded questions, or the 
answers thereto. 


There’s one chance that the filibuster may be 
ended the latter part of this week, but the ex- 
planation of it is complicated and the odds seem 
to be against it.

Cold War Warming Up? 


WASHINGTON—A distinction is beginning to be drawn in Congress between 
the so-called North Atlantic Pact, the projected alliance with Canada and Western 
European democracies, and the proposal linked with it to furnish a billion or two 


billion dollars’ worth of arms to those same nations, 


Congress soon will be called 


oe upon to approve both. They will be considered separately. It looks as if the arms 
atalect will encounter much more opposition in Congress than the alliance. It could be truly danger- 


ous as an incitement to war. 


It is like an overt act. Where an alliance is 
an understanding between persons to help. each 
other out, the arms project, in this case, is- like 
handing the fellow who is out in front, closest 
to a possible enemy, a loaded pistol. That - 
much more of a threat to the other fellow; 
least it is so regarded by him. 


The alliance, too, holds dangerous po- 
tentialities. HK can, however, be more easily . 
defended, as it is being defended, and on 
two grounds. One is that such regional 
agreements are permissible within the United 
Nations, as, for example, the inter-Ameri- 
ean pact that we have with Latin-American 
countries, which is held up as the model of 
the proposed North Atlantic Pact. Second 
is that Russia has her own alliance in East- 
ern Europe, and has had since the end of 
the war. 


We have criticized Russia for her expansion 


through her satellite nations and this expansion . 


has been interpreted in some quarters, and in 
considerable propaganda, as oe at least the 
implications of aggressive in It has come 
to have that meaning in the th mind to 
a degree. There’s no reason, of course, why 
Russia should not look at the North Atlantic 
Pact in the same way, particularly if it is backed 
up with armed assistance. 


So we definitely enter a slighly warmer stage 
of the “cold war,” which might now be called 
the “lukewarm war.” We edge up closer to each 
other, and with no smile on our respective faces. 
We in this country should only be sure that our 
-@yes are open as to exactly what we are about 
to do. It has not been signed and sealed yet. 


Both the alliance and the arms support for 
Western Europe are new departutes for us. 


As for the alliance, while it may be compared 
to that with our Latin-American neighbors to 
the south, there is really a difference. For well 
over 100 years we have had the Monroe Doc- 
trine in which the United States guarantees 


Latin America from colonization and conquest 
from Europe. That is a settled and long-estab- 
lished policy. Our recent alliance is in keeping 
with that. 


But, in the North Atlantic Pact, we are reach- 
ing out to Europe for an alliance as we never, 
have done before. While we have engaged in 
two wars in the last quarter century with Euro- 
pean allies, we joined the alliance after the war 
already had begun, and entered both wars well 
after they had started. This time we are pre- 
méditatively working out-an alliance in peace- 
time. There is a difference, and we should récog- 
nize that, even if we consider the step necessary. 


Arms support in peacetime byvofficial act of 
our Government is brand new. During other 
wars through our history, our munitions manu- 
facturers have sold arms, often to both sides, 
when war broke out somewhere in the world. 
But there was no official Government backing. 
Our ‘closest previous approach to what we are 
asked to do now was lend-lease in the last war, 
which was officially approved by Congress. But 
it was over a year after the war had started 
that we decided to become “the arsenal of de 
mocracy.” When we made that decision we were 
from that moment in the war, to all intents and 


purposes. 


The arms proposal is rejected in some 
quarters on purely practical grounds, the 
argument being that the large expenditure by 
us would not be worth while, since the 
amount of arms it would supply would not 
be sufficient to stop ‘Russia if she were really 
intent on taking over Western Europe. 


Before we take these steps irrevocably, we 
might take another look, for they involve a really 
momentous decision. In their present stage they 
offer a-bargaining point which might be used 
to get Russia into negotiations, and certainly that 
should be attempted. Once they. are done, the 
situation might become so rigid on each side that 
most anything could, and might, happen.

_ Majestic Alpes Maritimes Tempt Painters

ST. PAUL, Alpes Maritimes—Twenty-five years ago a woman named Joan Smith dropped by this 
village, strolled up the street called Le Grand Rue, where she could reach out and touch the walls 


on either side, and decided she would stay 


I talked to her yesterday. She gave me a little piece of 
sculpture and told me, in broken French and English, that 
she has decided, of course, to spend the rest of her life in\ 
her little house with the antique shop on the first floor; 
even though the great hand-hewn logs buttressing its ceil- 
ing look like they haven’t more than another century to go. 


‘A block or so down the same street, paved with pink and white 
and beige brick, swept clean as if it had just been showered and 
brushed, two Americans, Mr. and Mrs. Theophilus Parsons, 
answered the knock on the door of the Tourette, the chateau 
which has always been the stronghold in St. Paul since it was 
built by the Saracens, improved by the Greeks and touched up by 
the Romans. 

Like Miss Smith, the Parsonses had simply been making a visit 
to this quaint little world back of Nice, in the’ foothills of the 
Alps, overheard the owner remark she was looking for a purchaser, 
hurried back to their pension and decided in five minutes to make 
her an offer. The deal was done, and they have become St. Paul’s 
leading citizens. It is a vague thing to describe, but they say Mr. 
Parsons, well-to-do, polished, obviously a natural capitalist, has be- 
come accepted as the Seignury of the village. He has earned it.

The Column D’Or, a lovely old restaurant and pension, is deco- 
rated with origina] Utrillos, Picassos, Dufys and Chagals, where 
those famous painters came for a week and paid for their keep in 
modern art. A portrait of a girl by Marie Laurencin hangs mistily 
on one wall and they explain, if you ask, why Madame Laurencin 
paints in her foggy, blurred colors. They say she is so nearsighted

‘Sen. Taft, Republican, Ohio, said 
the report comes out for granting 
Mr. Truman 10 “additional pow- 
ers,” and he added: 

“Taken together, they create 
executive powers which could 
bring about a completely regi- 
mented economy and a completely 
regimented people.” 

Sen. Flanders, Republican, Ver- 
mont, and Rep. Herter, Republi- 
can, Massachusetts, filed a minor- 
ity report which assailed the Dem- 
ocrats’ indorsement of Mr. Tru- 
man’s proposal that he be granted 
power to restore price controls on 

a limited basis. . 

They also said more emphasis 
should be placed in the report on 
paring Federal spending so the na- 
tional debt can be reduced. They 
protested the document places too 
much emphasis on creation of a 
surplus by increasing taxes. 

A preliminary draft of the report 
hit the-tax angle much harder, but 
also avoided outright indorsement 
of an increase. The final version 
says no problem before the Gov- 
ernment is more complex. It adds 
merely that the tax-writing com- 
mittees of Congress “will study the 
problem.” 

The committee is required by 
law to file with Congress by March 
1 a report on the economic mes- 
sage the President submits to the 
lawmakers each January. 

Among other things, the Com- 
mittee report backs Mr. Truman’s 
requests for wage and price con- 
trols authority on a standby basis, 
an increase in the minimum wage, 
slum clearance and public housing, 
mandatory allocation .of scarce 
materials, Federal aid for educa- 
continuance of consumer 
credit controls, a flexible program 
of farm price supports and broad- 
er social security coverage with 
larger benefits.

In its report to its stockholders 
concerning its two Georgia plants, 
the Company says: 

“During the year, the new 
woolen mill at Dublin was com- 
pleted and started operations... . 


“During the year a 20-year lease 
was signed with the Navy Depart- 
ment for the renta) of the Naval 
Ordnance Plant at Milledgeville. 
Alterations and improvements to 
the building were immediately 
started and have now been largely 
completed. Currently, the ma- 
chinery is being installed for the 
manufacture of woolen and 
worsted fabrics. Because of slow- 
ness of machinery deliveries, it is 
not expected that the plant will 
e ready for full operation during 
the present fiscal year.

These payrolls, so distributed in 
two communities hitherto with 
little or no industry, are having 
a profound effect on the economy 
of the whole area. 

For its employees in these two 
mills, the company selects high 
school boys and girls, natives of 
the area, trains them and then 
puts them to work in the mills. 

According to reports from both 
Dublin and Milledgeville, the 
training pay is 60 cents an hour 
or more, while the pay for. work- 
ers when trained goes up to $1 per 
hour, or more. To its Georgia 
workers, the company provides 
the same wage and working con- 
ditions as in its Northern and East- 
ern mills. 

Muny of the employees in these 
mills are boys and girls from the 
farm. Some of them still live on 
the farms and come into town 
each day to work in the mills.
